The rule of greenbacks 
by gold quotations is to divide 1,000 by the 
price of gold. Say gold is quoted at 1.40, 
then 1,000 divided by 140 gives the price of 
greenbacks at 71 and a small fraction. If] p, 
gold is quoted at 135, we get greenbacks up 
to 74 and a fraction. So the value of gold in 
greenbacks can be arrived at by dividing 
1,000 by the value of the currency. Say 
greenbacks are worth 75, then 1,000 divided 
by 75 gives 81. 333, the price ¢ of gold.
